Ought  to  have  placed  an  eternal  hatred. 
1 he  police  frizes  at  Calais  one  of  their 
agents  at  the  moment  he  svas  returning  a 
fecund  time  to  England.  That  man  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  police,  with  ,all  the  pa- 
pers winch  erbtblilh  the  reality  of  a re- 
conciliation that  would  have  been  inex- 
plicable if  the  ties  of  it  had  not  been 
formed  by  crime. 

“ At  the  arrell  of  this  agent,  general 
Moreau  appears  for  a moment  agitated. 
He  takes  under  hand  meafures  to  afeer- 
tain  whether  government  is  informed 
upon  the  lubjeft— but  every  thing  is  dill 
and  Client,  and  reflored  himfelf  to  tran- 

uiliiy,  he  conceals  from  government  an 
event  which  was  of  a nature  to  excite 
their  vigilance.  He  conceals  it,  when 
even  Pichegru  is  called  publicly  to  the 
councils  of  the  Britiffi  miniftry,  when 
with  a degree  of  eclat  he  unites  himfelf 
to  the  enemies  of  France. 

“ Government  would  not  fee  in  his  (i- 
lence  any  thing  but  the  fear  of  an  avow- 
al which  would  have  humiliated  him,  in 
the  fame  manner  as  they  had  feen  in  his 
abfcnce  from  public  affairs  in  his  equivocal 
connexions,  and  in  his  more  than  indif- 
cieei  fpeeches,  only  ill-humor  and  vain 
difcontc  lit. 

“ General  Moreau,  who  was  liable  to 
fofpicion  bec.mle  he  treated  frcretlv  with 
the  enemy  of  his  country,  who  upon  this 
more  than  legitimate  lufpicion,  woulu 
have  been  arrefted  at  any  other  epoch, 
was  fuffered  to  enjoy  in  tranquility  his 
honors,  an  immenfc  fortune,  and  tlie  be- 
nefits of  the  Republic. 

“ Yet  events  prefied— -Lajollais,  the 
friend  and  confident  of  Pichegru,  goes 
fecretly  from  Paris  to  London,  returns 
from  London  to  Paris,  carries  to  Piche- 
gru the  ideas  of  general  Moreau,  brings 
back  to  general  Moreau  the  ideas  and 
defigns  of  Pichegru  and  his  affociates. 
The  brigands  of  Georges  prepare  in  the 
very  city  of  Paris  all  that  is  neceffary  to 
the  execution  of  their  common  pro- 
jeXs. 

“ A fpotis  fixed  uponbetween  Dieppe 
and  Treport  remote  from  all  uneafmefs
